'. Lillian A. N^rth- thus writes of the 
founder and origin of Memorial,day: 


"A boy was sentenced. • to be shot. 


His mother sat on the steps of the 
capltol in Washington. She remained 
there distracted with grief for three 
days and nights trying'in vain to see 
President Lincoln. A lady, beauiiful 
and of loving disposition, passing in 
front of the capitol, paused to learn 
the pitiful story, and then, with the 
determination of. that viking race^rom. 
which she sprang, sought and pleaded 
the poor mother's cause with the pres- 
ident himself. 
Lincoln hearkened to 


her eloquence, and turning his sad 
eyes on her .said: ,'Take this card to 
Stanton and save the boy and mother.
